We  have  the  very 
best,  we  are  proud  of  our  teachers  and 
we  want  them  to  know  it!  The  shared 
experience  of  this  trip  will  also  go  a  long 
way  towards  building  a  shared  vision 
within  our  schools  and  among  our  entire 
team,  supporting  the  future  health  of  our 
synagogue.

Learning  to  Give  Tzedakah  Wisely

HE  VAV  LEARNERS  spent 
time  throughout  the  school  year 
learning  about  the  Jewish  approach 
to  social  action,  tikkun  olam.  At  the 
start  of  the  year,  they  heard  a  series  of 
wonderful  speakers  from  many  different 
organizations,  including  Jewish  Hearts 
for  Africa,  American  Jewish  World 
Service,  the  Joint  Distribution  Committee 
Agahozo  Shalom  Youth  Village,  and 
Afya.  The  speakers  helped  the  learners 
see  that  there  are  many  different  ways  to 
repair  the  world  -  to  do  tikkun  olam. 

After  the  synagogue’s  Vicki  K.  Wimpfheimer  Mitzvah  Day 
in  November,  the  Vav  learners  were  given  the  job  of  deciding 
where  the  money  collected  on  Mitzvah  Day  would  be  donated. 
To  make  this  decision,  members  of  the  class  did  research  and 
thought  carefully  about  what  they  had  learned. 

First,  learners  decided  what  issues  they  wanted  to  learn  more 
about  and  what  organizations  interested  them.  They  divided  into 
groups;  each  group  researched  a  particular  issue  and  learned 


how  a  specific  organization  helps  in  that 
cause.  While  doing  their  research,  the  Vav 
learners  connected  the  work  of  social  action 
organizations  with  what  Jewish  texts  say 
about  doing  acts  of  kindness.  Two  of  the  texts 
that  the  learners  explored  were  sections  from 
Pirkei  Avot  and  Maimonides’  Eight  Ways  of 
Giving. 

After  completing  their  research,  each 
group  created  a  bulletin  board  showing  what 
they  had  learned  about  the  organization  they 
studied.  There  were  bulletin  board  displays 
about  Jewish  Heart  for  Africa,  Afya,  Yemin 
Orde,  Yorkville  Common  Pantry,  and  Midnight  Run.  The 
bulletin  boards  helped  educate  learners  in  other  grades  about  the 
various  issues  and  organizations. 

Once  the  rest  of  the  school  had  learned  about  the 
organizations,  all  the  learners  voted  on  where  to  donate  the 
Mitzvah  Day  tzedakah  money.  They  chose  Midnight  Run,  and  a 
check  was  sent  in  May.  Thank  you  to  the  entire  community  for 
your  collected  support!

AMBASSADOR  STUART  EIZENSTAT  held  a  number  of  key  senior 
positions  in  three  US  administrations,  including  chief  White 
House  domestic  policy  adviser  to  President  Jimmy  Carter 
and  U.S.  Ambassador  to  the  European  Union.  During  the 
Clinton  Administration,  Eizenstat  had  a  prominent  role  in  the 
development  of  key  initiatives  with  the  European  Union  and 
with  Japan.  He  led  the  US  delegation  in  the  negotiation  of  the 
Kyoto  Protocol  on  global  warming. 

Eizenstat's  leadership  as  Special  Representative  of  the 
President  and  Secretary  of  State  on  Holocaust-Era  Issues 
created  interest  in  providing  belated  justice  for  victims  of  the 
Holocaust  and  other  victims  of  Nazi  tyranny.  He  successfully 
negotiated  major  agreements  with  several  European  countries 
and  wrote  about  these  events  in  his  book,  Imperfect  Justice: 
Looted  Assets,  Slave  Labor,  and  the  Unfinished  Business  of 
World  War  II.
